and  (e)  Julia  Huger,  unmarried.

1861. 

III.  Eliza.  Born , died,  unmarried  in  1819. 

IV.  Benjamin,  M.D.  Born  20th  March,  1793,  died  27th  August,  1874,  married  twice. 

First,  15th  May,  1817,  Jane  Templer  Bee,  who  died  11th  December,  1820,  by  whom  he  had  two  children,  to- 
wit:  (1)  John  Chapman,  born  23rd  July,  1818,  died  15th  September,  1847;  who  married  16th  February, 
1841,  Henrietta.  Parker  Lynah,  and  had  one  child,  Alfred,  born  23rd  December,  1841,  died  4th  November, 
1851.  (2)  Thomas  Bee,  born  12th  July,  1820,  killed  lilth  May,  1862,  as  Captain  in  C.  S.  N.  in  action  at  New 

Orleans,  who  married  29th  October,  1845,  Marianne  Mead  of  Philadelphia ; died  5th  December,  1857,  and  had 
five  children,  viz. : (a)  John  Chapman,  born  18th  January,  1848,  died  9th  November,  1880,  married  Rachelle 

, widow  of Hope,  who  died  in  October,  1881,  and  having  two  children  living  and  of  age, 

John  Chapman  and  Marianne,  (b)  Jane  Templer,  born  21st  June,  1849,  married  James  Lafitte,  and  having 
children  living  and  also  grandchildren,  (c)  Chairlotte  Meade,  born  19th  February,  1851,  died  in  188 — , 
married  Rutledge  Parker,  who  died  also  in  188 — , and  having  children  living,  (d)  Thomas  Bee,  born  25th 
November,  1852,  died  in  188 — , married  Caroline  B.  Smith  and  having  children  living,  (e)  Marianne  Meade, 
born  21st  January,  1855,  married  Edward  H.  Prioleau,  having  children  living.

21st  July,  1836,  died  10th  March,  1887,  married,  11th  October,  1866,  Anna  Mary  Walker,  who  died  also  in 
1881,  and  had  six  children,  viz. : (a)  Francis  Parker,  bom  1st  August,  1867 ; (b)  Benjamin  Frost,  born 

29th  May,  1869,  married  in  1899  Jennings;  (c)  Anna  Mary,  born  20th  December,  1870,  married 

Henry  H.  Carrere;  (d)  Benjaimn,  born  4th  October,  1872,  married of  Virginia;  (e)  William 

Harleston,  bom  6th  August,  1874,  died  4th  March,  1877;  (f)  Mary  Parker,  born  5th  August,  1876.

My  Dear  Sir : — Do  not  think  that  I have  neglected  your  letter  of  the  1st,  which  was  duly  received.  My  delay 
has  been  in  endeavoring  to  obtain  information  in  regard  to  the  daughters  of  Archibald  Broun,  of  your  inquire. 
I was  in  hopes  of  getting  something  more  definite  from  Mr.  Sinkler,  one  of  your  relatives  here,  but  have  not 
succeeded  in  doing  so.  It  was  Mrs.  Nowell,  and  not  Norvell,  who  was  the  daughter  of  Archibald  Broun..  The 
Nowells  were  a well  known  and  established  family  here,  but  I believe  the  name  is  now  extinct.  I went  to 
school  with  Edward  and  Lionel  C.  Nowell.  The  former  was  my  class-mate.  Both  of  them  are  dead  with- 
out issue. 

I enclose  you  a memorandum  from  the  Huger  family  tree  given  me  by  my  brother-in-law,  Mr.  Bacot,  from 
which  you  will  see  he  is  himself  a distant  relative  of  yours,  he  coming  from  Daniel  Huger’s  first  wife.  Daniel 
Huger’s  second  wife  being  Ann  Broun,  widow  of  Cusack.

In  reply  to  an  invitation  sent  to  Mr.  Alfred  Huger,  of  Charleston,  S.  C.,  to  attend  the  marriage  of  Major 
Thomas  L.  Broun  and  Miss  Mary  M.  Fontaine,  in  St.  James  Church,  Richmond,  Va.,  on  the  7th  of  June,,  1866, 
the  following  reply  from  him  was  received : 

Charleston,  S.  C.,  June  10,  1866. 

“Major  Thomas  L.  Broun,  Richmond,  Va. : 

“My  Dear  Sir : — I received  your  note  and  its  enclosures,  announcing  to  us,  that  after  all  the  sufferings  that 
a bitter  war  has  inflicted,  your  victory  was  celebrated  at  St.  James  Church  on  Thursday  last. 

“Accept  our  sympathy!  as  I trust  God  will  accept  our  prayers  for  your  happiness  and  welfare! 

“Say  to  my  new  cousin,  with  affectionate  remembrance,  that  I congratulate  her  on  the  privilege  of  con- 
ferring the  richest  bounty  on  a faithful  soldier ; and  tell  her,  that  if  experience  gives  wisdom,  I ought  to  be  a! 
judge  in  these  cases,  for  I have  served  under  one  commanding  officer  (my  aged  wife)  for  nearly  fifty  years 
without  a murmur  or  a regret. 

“My  family  join  me  in  all  fervent  wishes  for  you  both.
